Claims 1-18 are allowed. Claims 1-10 are allowed for the reasons as set forth in 
the previous office action. Regarding claims 11-18, it is the examiner's position that the 
claim language in claim 1 1 of "said dispenser is adapted to dispense said adhesive" 
provides structure to the dispenser, as discussed by applicant. Further, the claim 
language in claim 1 1 of "in a volume mix-proportion (ratio) of part A to part B of from 
1:1.4 to 1:3.0" has been given patentable weight regarding the dispenser.
